Misleading- 

Crib-crackers aud light-fingered 
gentry have a fashion of starting sham- 
fights or other decoy attractions, with 
a view to diverting attention from 
their own immediate operations. The 
organ of the Local Government seems 
•well up in that sort of thing. Its at- 
tempt to create the impression that 
the Dominion Premier will seek re- 
lease from the obligations to construct 
the Esquimalt-Nanaimo Railway by 
influencing our local elections is wor- 
thy of ics professional skill in that 
line. The Local Government have 
■hown the Dominion Premier a much 
easier way out of it than that. But 
his conduct up to the present cer- 
tainly does not justify the imputation. 
Mr. Mackenzie stood ready, with hiB 
engineers on the spot, to commence 
the work in question nearly a year 
»go-long before the intervention of 
Lord Carnarvon had been invoked; 
but he was prevented by our own Min- 
isters. He is prevented by them now; 
and if the railway should be finally 
lost to Vancouver, it will be our own 
fault, not Mackenzie's. But we may 
be pardoned for suggesting whether 
it would be pos^iblo to pursue a lino 
of conduct more calculated to alienate 
the Dominion Premier than this con- 
stant imputation of unworthy motives 
and bad intentions, this greediness to 
misconstrue his every word and mis 
represent his every act — in short, to put 
the most uncharitable construction on 
everything he may say or do. Our 
local contemporary has openly preach- 
ed the doctrine that the affairs of this 
Province should bo administered on 
purely party principles— that, in the 
appropriation of the public rev enues

The correspondent of the "Western 
Morning News on board of the Nas- 
sau gives an account of the bombard- 
ment. The rebel chief, he says, had 
pillaged the British subjects, and then 
tho Rifleman and Nassau were sent to 
deal with him, with a force of 140 of- 
ficers and men. The Nassau arrived 
at the fort on the 17th; but as it was 
Sunday nothing could bo done. The 
senior officer, Captain Sullivan, of the 
Loudon, lauded, and held a palaver 
with the head man, but it came to 
nothing. On Monday Lieutenant P. 
J. Gray, commandiug the Nassau, 
landed, with orders to inform tho 
chief that if he did not surrender by 
1 p. m. on the 19th, the fort would be 
blown about his ears. Tuesday ar- 
rived, and 1 o'clock, the time allowed 
for tho surrender, having passed, tho 
Rifleman and Nassau opened fire, hav- 
ing taken up a position well out of 
range of the chief's popguns. Tho 
boats, with their rocket apparatus, 
pulled in close to tho fort. The bom- 
bardment went on until 4:30 p. m., 
and as there was no sign of tho flag 
being hauled down, the Rifleman was 
ordered into the harbor to let the 
chief have a taste of the 7 A ton guns 
at close quarters, and as tho shot hit 
instead of going right over the fort, 
the chief was soon convinced that it 
s 'time' ho hauled down the flag, 
and firing ceased. In the evening a 
party of men landed, and tho head 
man was brought off to tho Nassau, 
but he was allowed to land again af- 
ter giving up tho keys of tho fort to 
Captain Prideaux, Acting Consul 
General of Zanzibar. The noxt day 
Captain Sullivan, with about 150 men, 
landed and took possession of the fort 
and hoisted the Sultan's flag. The 
sight insido was horrible, from GO to 
60 being killed and wounded, and the 
dead looking ghastly. By 10 a. m. 
all hands had embarked, and at 2 p. 
m. anchors were hoisted and the Nas- 
sau was on its way to Zanzibar, with 
nobody killed and but one hurt. Thoy 
arrived at Zanzibar the following 
evening, none the worse for their little 
diversion."

SAD LOSS OP LIFE I 



Portland, Oregon, May 6.-6:15 p. m. 
— The boiler of the steamor Senator, -while 
•n the way from tins city to Oregon City, 
and soon after leaving her dook, blew up. 
The forward part of the boat was blown 
to atoms. Capt. McGill and J. D. Laoey, 
purser, aro roported missing.

No ono denies that a 
powerful party in Germany, comprising 
the entire military element, fears that 
the late treaty was too lenient and that 
the indemnity paid has already returned 
to French officers; that tho possession of 
Belfort by Franco is dangorous to Ger- 
many, thut France is reorganizing rapid- 
ly and will soon be ablo to furnish a 
formidable army for allegiance with othor 
nations, and Germany is more [ weaker ? J 
than before tho war, her finance and 
pouce organization cannot long support 
tho present armament and she cannot 
disarm in the face of France. The 
military party in Germany aro convinced 
that there nover was a moment more 
precious than the present to securo 
[or thoir country a long ora of 
prosperity and peace. War ought to bo 
promptly undertaken. It is neoossary to 
mnroh on Paris and take possession thero. 
A now peace treaty can bo framed which 
tukes Bolfort from Franco and limits her 
nctivity, and ten milliards to bo paid in 
twenty years. Paris could be attacked 
if France refused to sign. All tho power* 
have confined themselves to limits; final- 
ly, representations in regard to Belgiau 
notes only show that to war with 
France now is a duty to Germany and 
humanity. Europe will nevor bo tran- 
quil while tho blundor of tho treaty, 
which leaves Franco ready to revive and 
re-onter tho struggle, is unremedied. 
What may bo promptly executed at a 
most insignificant sacrifice would two 
years hence oost rivers oi blood, Russia 
must bo convinced of this nncosaity. Tho 
Times correspondent adds that it would 
be untrue to say that theso arguments 
are accepted in Ceruiany outsido of a 
particular party. It would bo equally 
untruo to say that those menaces aro dos- 
tinod to bo realized. Tho diplomats 
oven in Germany declare she tights 
against an enemy who declares for peace. 
Honest German scout the supposition 
that the Emperor has scruples, but tho 
party of immediate aotiou urge it as a 
luty to sink all considerations in order 
to snvo tho country, Thoy insist that 
Franco must be made to acoopt a more 
reassuring treaty oif shejwill not light.

There is probably no better con- 
structed railroad in the world than 
that which extends from the city of 
Mexico to this place. Considering tho 
natural difficulties that have been 
overcome, it is a triumph of engineering 
skill. The entire distance from Mexi- 
co to Vera Cruz is only about 260 
miles, but the cost of construction is 
said to have been over $40,000,000. 
Theso figures look large at a distance, 
but they do not surprise ono so much 
aftor ho has passed over the line. 
His surprise then is that the work has 
been accomplished at any cost. Com- 
mencing at tho levol of tho sea, this 
lino runs in to tho heart of the Cor- 
dilleras up to a bight of over 7,000 
feet, and then gradually descends 
again into the basin of tho great Mexi- 
can plateau. Along its routo tho tra- 
veller experiences evory variety of 
climate, from tho burning plains of 
tho tropic zone up to tho rare, chilly 
atmosphere close to tho snow line. So 
rapid is the rise and fall in soiho 
place that tho vegetations of the dif- 
ferent zones melt into each othor with 
startling effect, and before tho bewil- 
dered eye can satisfy itself in one 
place a lino is crossed and a new 
world begins. The heaviest grades 
on this route are on the eastern slope 
of tho mountains. From a point 46 
miles below Boca del Monte, the sum- 
mit station, thero is a rise of 4,500 
feet. From Maltrata, 13 inileB below 
tho same station, the rise is 3,600 feet. 
The largo part of this last mentioned 
riso is a continuous four-per-cont. 
grade. It is only exceeded, so I am 
informed, by certain grades in Peru, 
which have a five-per cent, incline. 
The engines used on these roads are 
monsters of the Fairlie patent. They 
are double-enders, have two smoke- 
stacks and twelve driving-wheels, and 
weigh over sixty tons. The ease with 
which they handle a heavy train on 
a mountain side is admirable, but their 
complicated machinery makeB them 
liablo to get out of order and Ameri- 
can locomotives aro gradually taking 
their place. Altogether on the routo 
through the mountains there are 
seventeen tunnels. These are all lined 
with masonry of tho most durable 
character, and are well ventilated. All 
the bridges are ot iron. They aro 
mostly used in crossing ravines. Sev- 
oral of them aro built on a curve, in 
order to assist tho trains around the 
sharp trans, and the beauty of their 
construction never escapes the atten- 
tion of tho observing traveller. Cali- 
fornians who have crossed the Sierra 
Nevadas and looked down from the 
dizzy shelf of "Capo Horn," on the 
Central Pacific road, havo some idea 
of mountain travel in a railroad car; 
but tho works ovou on that famous 
line and the scenery itself are thrown 
into tho shado by this Mexican rail- 
way. From tho car window the tra- 
veller looks out on peaks whose tops 
are continually covered with snow. 
He feels himself whirled around the 
brow of a precipice, and looks thou- 
sands of feet below, where tho orange 
and the banana aro in bloom. The 
scenery is so varied, and thero is so 
much of it, that, the oyo wearies and 
and the senses becomo satiated. For 
miles the road doubles itself back and 
forth on tho mountain-sides like a 
groat serpent. You see roads all 
around you. They seem to run into 
each othor aud to shoot off promis- 
cuously in every direction, and in 
poor efforts to unravel things the 
points of the compass get out of their 
placo, and you aro hopelessly bowil- 
derod. Ayain you aro tearing down 
tho sido of a wild chasm whore an ac- 
cident would precipitate tho train into 
unknown depths, and again you are 
plungod into tho darkness, of a tunnel 
or suspended over a oanon on one of 
those airy structures which looks from 
a distance as though it would not 
bear tho weight of a man. 



The Bishop of Manchester on Reli- 
gious Sensationalism. — The Bishop of 
Manchester, speaking at the annual 
meeting of the supporters of St. Mary's 
Homo for Fallon Women, dwelt upon 
tho necessity of excluding -from reli- 
gious BOrvices "sensational and stim- 
ulating adjuncts." His Lordship al- 
luded to tho "widening circles of reli- 
gious excitement that wero besotting 
us on every sido," and hinted at the 
possibility that people who woro suf- 
fering from ovor excitement of their 
nervous susceptibilities "might bo ac- 
tually, though unconsciously and un- 
intentionally, developing dangers 
which thoy little suspected." With 
regard to tho advisablenosa of going 
out into the stroots with tho view of 
reclaiming fallon women, his lordship 
said that "if men wero to undertake a 
task of that sort, it would bo absolute, 
ly indispensable that thoy should go 
as our Lord sent His Apostles, two 
and two." liven with tho protection 
of tho Episcopal apron and gaiters, 
ho "would bo sorry" to venture out 
alono on such an errand; but he ad- 
mitted that any person, man or wo- 
man, who undertook it would bo "la- 
bouring aftor tho mind of Christ, and 
doing essential benefit to their fellow 
creatures." 



English Mail. 

The Shakespoare Library, founded 
in Edinburgh a fow years baok by Mr. 
Halliwoll, contains in originals or fac- 
simile, evory edition of Shakespearo's 
plays issued before 1GG0, and is be- 
lieved to bo the only library in the 
world that has the series complete. 

At Edinburgh, March 24th, tho ac- 
tion by Messrs. Johnston, geographi- 
cal publishers, Edinburgh, against tho 
publisher of the "Atheuarum," was., 
tried by a jury. Messrs. Johnston 
complained of an article published in 
the "Athenarum" on the 11th of July 
last, reviewing the "Edinburgh Edu- 
cational Atlas and Geography." The 
article, the plaintiffs held, falsely re- ' 
presented them as issuing as a work of 
Reith Johnston ono which was that of 
neither Eeith Johnston, the first rior 
tho second, but that of persons not 
skilled in making an atlas. The jury, 
by eleven to ono, found for tho plain- 
tiffs, and fixed tho damages at £1,275. 
The amount claimed was £5,000. 

The "Pall Mall Gazette'-' says : — . 
"Football is, or was, a favorito gamo 
among the Malays of Java, who are 
noted for the peculiar ferocity of their 
disposition; and certuiuly, to judgo by 
the savage earnestness with which this 
gamo is played even in England, and 
the frequent accidents which occur to 
the players, it sooms admirably adapt- 
ed as a sport for a savage tribe. An 
inquest has just been held by Mr. 
Bedford, the coroner, on tho body of 
a young medical student who lost his 
life on the 10th instant in a football 
match in Battersea Park between tho 
students of St. George's Hospital and' 
the Royal Naval College, Greenwich. 
It appeared by tho evidence that dur- 
ing tho game one of the players ran 
along with the ball in his arms. The 
deceased tried to stop him by catching 
him by the legs, and they both fell 
heavily to the ground, the deceased 
undermost. Tho unfortunate young 
man was picked up and carried off the 
ground, but he had received such in-' 
tornal injuries that he died last Mon- 
day. No blame appears to have been, 
attributable to any ono, and tho jury 
returned a verdict of accidental death, 
but it is to be regretted that no means 
can be devised for rendering players 
loss liable to such lamentable acci- 
dents, and the subject is woll worth 
tho attention of those who interest 
themselves in athletic sports."
